b» The utilization of lead fuel appears credible. According

c. The presence of four-engine bombers mentioned in a pre- 
vious report was not observed. However , the reported ex- v 
pension of the field, observed since April 1949, may bt con- 
sidered as a partial confirmation of the previous report.
